They got their 
notions about the bath ay a luxury 
from the Greets, an<^ fit one Rime there 
’ivere nearly 900 public bathing eetah- 
llahments In Rome, some of which were 
ihe most beautiful and elaborate struc¬ 
tures In the world. 

The baths of the Emperor Diocletian 
covered more than half a square mile 
and contained, besides Immense basins 
and thousands of marble recesses, the¬ 
aters, temples, halls for feasting, prom¬ 
enades planted- with trees, libraries, 
schools for youth and academies for 
the discussions of the learned. The 
bathers sat on marble benches below 
the surface of the water, around the 
edge of the basins, scraping them¬ 
selves with dull knives of metal and 
Ivory and taking occasional plunges In¬ 
to the water.
